Private Trade With France 


OTTAWA, 
reement aimed at stimulating 
Canada’s private export trade with 
France was announced Wednesday 
by Trade Minister MacKinnon, 

The agreement provides that a 
portion of the unexpended re- 
mainder of Canada’s $242,500,000 
credit to France — hitherto ear- 
marked for government purchases 
only — now may be used for priv- 


ate trade purposes, 

The minister did not give the 
amount of the unexpended portion 
of the French loan, bul he said 1 
was “comparatively small Urof 
ficially, 1t was reported to be be- 
tween $5,000,000 and $10,000,000 

Under the new system, Canada 
will grant import licenses to private 
French purchasers for some com- 
modities, but for certain products 
the French mission in Canada will | 
remain the only authorized pur- 
chasing agency. 

These restricted products include 
steel and lumber, fertilizers, wheat 
and cereals, dairy products, linseed 
oil and all mechanical equipment 
required for public service or nat- 
jonalized organizations. 

French representatives later an- 
nounced France hoped to be able 
to sell between $15,000,000 and 
$30,000,000 worth of goods to this 
country annually, compared with 
the pre-war $6,000,000. 

For next vear, French spokesman 
said, they hoped to be able to ne- 
gotiate an enlargement of the pres- 
ent credit that has enabled them 
to buy goods worth $362,000,000 in 
Canada under the arrangement by 
which they get 70 percent on credit 
and pay the rest in cash. ‘They could 
not say what size loan they hoped 
to obtain,

Be it “re- 
solved that no direct strike action 
be taken unless a vote of the entire) 
membership of the bonafide organ-| 
ized farmers of Alberta is favor- 
able by three-fourths majority (of | 
those voting) to such strike action, 
and be it further resolved that no 
strike action be taken unti) after 
full consultation with the Canadian 
Federation of Agriculture and until 
every effort co secure desired results| 
by negotiation has failed.” 

This is the resoiution which will 
be discussed when the convention 
again debates the question. 

Ask Executive Power 

During the debate speakers 
stressed the nee’ of giving the 
U.F.A. board or executive power 
to act if faced with another emer- 
gency and a possible farm strike 
such as that called by the AF.U. 
last fall 

Several delegates emphasized that 
a strike should be only a last 
resort, others challenged the value 
of strike action, claiming that much 
more could be accomplished through 
negotiation. 

One delegate warned that if the 
redrafted resolution is adopted,} 
there will be a tarm strike sooner 
than many expected, in view of the 
attitude of the A.F.U. 

A. Baker, Burton Lake, said: “We 
are not in favor of strikes but at 
times it seems there is no alternative 
It is strike or capitulate.” 

I. V. Macklin, Grande Prairie, 
said: “I believe in co-operation 
negotiation and sarm unity. In the 
last resort, let us show our teeth 
and have some teeth to show.” 

Urges Negotiations 

Delegate J. Cameron said he did 
not believe the U.F.A. favored farm 
strikes as a general policy but tf 
negotiations fell cown it could fall 
back on the war method. “Let us 
continue to negotiate our difficulties 
with our fellow men,” he said 

Another speaker said members of 
the U.F.A. local in his district were 
in sympathy with the A.F.U. strike 
but they had no authority from the 
U.F.A. board to act. Nevertheless 
practically no cream or grain had 


been delivered curing the strike 
Donald Mac i, Lake Isle, felt 
it would be disastrous if farmers 


became involved in another strike 
and there was no machinery to as- 


certain the views of members of 
the UF.A 
After the redrafted resolution 


had been submitted, a delegate said 
the farmers should be in a position 
to strike if necessary. 
Sees No Benefit 

“Show me Low any farmer can 
benefit from a strike,” said another 
speaker.

Remain ‘Weakened’ 


MONTREAL, (CP) Weakend 
wartime liquor will continue to be 
the fare of Canada’s drinking pub- 
lic if a recommendation adopted 
Wednesday by the Canadian As- 
sociation of Provincial Liquor Com- 
missioners is approved by the eight | 
“wet” provinces 

At the conclusion session of a 
conference of chairmen of provin- | 
cial liquor control boards and com- | 
missions, it was recommended that 
the strength of spirits be maintain- | 
ed at the 30 underproof, or 40 per- | 
cent alcoholic content, which has 
been in effect since the federal gov- 
ernment passed the wartime alco- | 
holic beverages order in 1942. 

Speaking for the seven other 
members, J. A. King, chairman of 
the Alberta liquor control board, 
emphasized that the association is 
not a policy-setting body 

“We can only go back 
commendations to our respective |

For the purpose of reducing the number of 
farm accidents’ in this province, the provincial 
Government is to be asked by the Alberta Farm- 
ers’ Union to provide financial assistance to the 
Alberta Safety Council in its educational cam- 
paign against accidents, 

The Government could profitably go much 
further than this. What could very well be 
done is to set up a provincial bureau of public 
safety to provide the advice of competent safety 
engineers to every industry and trade and prof- 
ession in Alberta. 

The insurance of safety in hazardous call- 
ings has become a science, Capable men are 
trained specifically to cope with occupational 
hazards and, in many industries, have chalked 
up remarkable successes For instance, the 
associated lumbering industries of British Col- 
umbia employed a trained safety engin over 
&@ period of years, who in one year set the amaz- 
ing record of not one single fatal accident in all 
the lumber camps and mills of that province 

Occupational accidents are not so much in- 


dustrial disasters as public disasters. The loss 
of one man through avoidable accident is a 
measurable financial loss to the community.
